The major change worthy of mention since the last annual 
report took place at the Number Two School. Because of the 
decided increase in enrollment that was expected with the 
opening in September it seemed necessary to convert the 
building into a two teacher affair. There are distinct ad- 
vantages to be gained by the Number Two School set-up as it 
now exists, such as, fewer grades per teacher. With fewer 
grades more time may be devoted to the various subjects. 
Pupils may be taught to learn and live together more effec- 
tively when the ages of the pupils are more nearly alike. 

Plans should be made to do additional work at the school 
before another year begins. The room housing the three 
upper grades may well be enlarged by eliminating the two 
entries and book rooms. Increased natural and_ artificial 
lighting facilities should also be added. Also, a direct en- 
trance should be provided leading into the lower grade room. 
With these improvements, plus other possible minor changes, 
the capacity of the building will be greatly increased. 

If the improvements suggested in the previous paragraph 
were completed it would then be possible to effect a combina- 
tion of the upper three grades of districts one, two, and four 
in that room. The Number Two School location is an ideal 
one for a future consolidated school of three rooms which 
would provide for districts one, two, three, and four. 

Since the last annual report another change which may 
well be given publicity is the work done around the Number 
Seven School. The work is still in progress. The ap- 
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proaches and surroundings of the School are being greatly 
improved by means of the W. P. A. project under the direc- 
tion and kindly interest of the local board of selectmen. 

All schools were given the usual cleaning and minor re- 
pairs, during the summer vacation with painting being done 
in several schools. The Number One boys’ toilet facilities 
have also been improved. 


Two new teachers have been hired. Miss Hazel Nutting: 
of Wendell, a graduate of Keene Teachers’ College, replaced 
Mrs. Mildred Ganley, resigned, at the Number Seven School. 
Miss Nutting had previous experience at Crystal Lake. Mrs. 
Dorothy McCormack of Derry Village, a graduate of Keene 
Teachers’ College, was elected as an additional teacher for 
the lower grade room of the Number Two School. Mrs. 
McCormack has had three years experience at West Swanzey. 
Mrs. Dorothy Holton was transferred to the upper grade 
room at the Number Two School with Mrs. Grace Ackerman 
changed to the Number One School. 


Books installed during the year include: a modern series 
of histories for grades seven and eight to replace the very 
difficult set which had been used, a civics text for grade eight, 
geographies for grade seven, a series of grade five histories 
and additional reading materials for all grades. Constant 
attention should be given the maintenance of adequate books 
and supphes for the use of pupils and teachers in order to 
provide the means of efficient teaching and learning. 


A study of the budget, as proposed for 1942-1943, will 
reveal an increase of some twelve hundred dollars over the 
figure voted at the last district meeting. This increase is 
due chiefly to the difference in the total estimated income 
for the next school year. During the current year it was 
necessary, as pointed out, to hire an additional teacher for 
the Number Two School and to renovate the same building. 
Also, additional transportation was provided in two districts. 
As a result the increased proposed tax levy is due to the fact. 
that it was necessary to utilize the amount of money which
